Way companics all for 
thousands of unskilled laborers to be 


used in construction work, coupled 
with the announcement that if they 


clamoring 


are not obtainable hundreds of miles 
of badly needed branch lines cannot 
be built; with such a shortage of 
coal predicted that Western Canada 
will be foreed upon 
the production mines, 


to rely entirely 
from its own 
and with extensive road-building pro- 
grams being deferred because the 


necessary labor cannot be obtained, 


the question of immigration to this, 


coufitry once 
of paramount importance. 

During the war immigration 
practically at a standstill, and, in ad- 
dition, the energies of all people were 
diverted to war> effort.

Similarity in Food Prices 


Cost in Ottawa Slightly Higher Than 
In London, England 
A remarkable similarity in the cost 
of groceries in England and in Can- 
ada is revealed in a comparison of a 
budget of household staples in the 
two countries, made within the last 
month. The figures are given out by 
a Canadian official.” Pricing a score 
of staples, ranging from bread to 


custard powder, the whole supply 
costs about a dollar more. in Ottawa 


than in London, England. Bread is 
4 cents higher in Canada; sugar is ten: | 
cents per pound higher, and jam and 
marmalade range from ten cents to 
18 cents higher here. But in Eng- 
land bacon, eggs, lard, milk, sausages, 
Worcester sauce, rice, 
dried fruits are all higher in price. 
Eggs were $1 a dozen, and_ butter 
about $1.10 a pound for good grade. 
Both these prices are‘due for a sharp 
decrease in London, however. Vege- 
tables are still much cheaper in Eng- 
land than in Canada, and © butcher 
meats average from 30 to 40 cents 
a pound.’ Coal is about $1.25 a ton 
cheaper in England. 


Watches Cleaned WithBread 


No Other Substance Can be Used 
‘With Success 
Perhaps. the. most novel use to 


which bread is. put may be seen in 
some of the great watch factories, 
where more than 40 loaves of fresh 
bread are, or were before the ‘war, 
sometimes tised each day. ‘From ear- 
liest times in the history of ‘watch- 
making it has been the custom to 
reduce fresh bread to the form of 
dough, This dough is used for re- 
moving oil-and chips that naturally 
adhere in-the course of manufacture 
to pieces. as small as the parts of a 
watch, There are many parts of a 
watch, by the way, that are so small 
as to be barely visible to the naked 
eye. The oil is absorbed by this 
dough, and the chips stick to it, and 
there is no other known substance 
which can be used‘as a wiper with- 
out leaving some of its particles at- 
tached to the thing wiped.~ This ac- 
counts for the'continued use of bread 
dough in the watchmakjng history.

Under 
these conditions it invariably lodges 
and fills poorly. If a. good crop ro- 
tation is followed, including a grass 
crop or green crop, the summerfal- 
low, except in special cases may be 
eliminated. Where the fallow must 
be used some of the undesirable ef- 
fects may be lessened by not plow- 
ing so deep, or so early in June, or 
by pasturing the fallow by seeding 
to-oats or rape in July.”

Manchester Guardian Says Dominion 
Never More Attractive to 
The Emigrant 


London.—The Manchester Guard- 
ian publishes a special Canadian num- 
ber containing a message from Sir 
George Foster. He says: 

“Canada welcomes every intimation 
of a renewal of interest and enter- 
prise as displayed in the press and 
the business community of the 
Motherland in reference to overseas 
possibilities of which they have too 
long been neglectful.” ’ 

The Guardian, editorially, says that 
nobody acquainted with the temper 
and aspect of the Dominion since the 
war can fail to partake of her optim- 
ism, nor, at the same time, fail. to 
be impressed with the welcome mod- 
eration and sanity that characterizes 
it. There is no trace of the excessive 
booming so dangerous to her repu- 
tation in pre-war years, it says. 
Continuing, the Guardian says: 

“On the contrary, both: provincial 
and federal governments together 
with such responsible bodies as the 
United Farmers, are showing genuine 
anxiety to secure that investor and 
immigrants are given reliable facts 
and figures, and that. the operations 
of the speculator shall be discouraged 
Throughout the Dominion there~ is 
manifest an anxiety to be done with 
machine politics; the rule of the in- 
terests and the pull of’ the lobbyist; 


never, indeed, in her history, has Can- 


ada been a more attractive land to 
the immigrant with political ideas.” 


Cost of Living Still Going Up 


Labor Gazette Reports A General

In retail prices the average. cost 
of a family budget of staple foods in 
60 cities was higher, rising to $16, 65

$7.42, in May, 1914. The chief in- 
crease was in potatoes, which averag- 
ed $6.15 per bag, as compared with 
$4.78 in April. Sugar also advanced, 
averaging 21.7 cents per, pound for 
granulated, as compared with 19.5 in. 
April. There were slight increases in 
some meats, and in several of the 
other lines, with decreases in eggs 
and milk, Coal‘and coal oil were al- 
so upward, and fents averaging con- 
siderably: higher.

Young Turks s Cause Tee] Que Anite Take WT} son Is Plea 


Reported to be P Plotting Revolt 
Among Mohantmedans 

Washington.—Details of the much- 
heralded uprisings in the Mohamme- 
dan world, against British rule and 
in favor of Turkish Nationalists an 
Bolsheviki, were received here in offi- 
cial advices. The reports confirm ad- 
vices as to Moscow and Munich con- 
ferences received some time ago by 
the United States state department. 
Enver Pasha, Djemal Pasha and Tal- 
aat Pasha, Turkish Nationalist lead- 
ers, were reported to have conferred 
with Spartacists and Bolsheviki at 
Munich while - representatives. from 
India, Egypt, Afghanistan, Persia, 
Azerbaijan and Georgia met Turkish 
Nationalists and Lenine, the Bolshe- 
viki leader, at Moscow. 

Plans for uprisings in the Moham- 
medan world, coincident with a Bol- 
sheviki thrust on Persia and India, are 
said to have been laid at these meet- 
ings. A force of 150,000 troops com- 
manded by General Kuropatkin, was 
promised the Mohammedan world by 
Lenine at Moscow, it has been re- 
ported. Following the two confer- 
ences a training school was estab- 
lished at Moscow for representatives 
of the Turkish Nationalists, according 
to the official despatches received. 
From this school, after a rigorous 
course of instruction in the plans and 
objects of the conspiracy, groups of 
from ten to twenty and fifty of the 
“Young Turks,” it is said, were sent 
to propaganda headquarters in Per- 
sia, Afghanistan, India, Egypt, Geor- 
gia, Azerbaijan and Bulgaria to pro- 
mote intrigue and make ready for the 
march southeastward of the Bolshev- 
iki army through Persia to’ India, 
and southward toward Egypt. 

Enver Pasha, chief of the ‘Turkish 
Nationalist conspirators, it was re- 
ported, arrived in Berlin for a second 
visit last week, acting as the chief liai- 
son of the, Bolshevik-German revolu- 
tionists_ and Young Turks. Djemal 
Pasha is reported to be in Moscow. 
According to the official reports, the 
Turkish Nationalist and Bolshevik 
propaganda has been particularly .ef- 
fective among the fanatical Egyptian 
tribesmen, 

Official reports as received here for 
several months, have told of unrest 
in India and the effectiveness of the 
“Young Turks” propaganda there. 
Complete cessation of business as a 
‘protest against British policy toward 
the Caliphate was observed recently 
by, Hindus, Parsees and Moslems 
alike, resulting in what was described 
as “an unprecedented loss to com- 
merce.” . 


Landed on Wilhelm’s Jaw 

Doorn, Holland— There are per- 
sistent rumors in the village that the 
former German emperor ‘has been as- 
saulted by a Belgian, who showing 
a forged pass, gained admittance to 
Doorn Castle. It is asserted. that the 
former emperor was wounded in. the 
jaw and that the Belgian was arrest- 
ed. It.has been impossible thus far 
to ascertain whettet these rumors are 
true.

To Preserve Peace 


Organization of New International 
‘Body Under Way at The 
Hague 
The Hague.—The conclusion of the 
jurists invited by the League of Na- 
tions to meet in this capacity for the 
organization of a permanent interna- 
tional court of justice opened its ses- 
sions here. The conference was in- 
augurated by Leonard Bourgeois, pre- 
sident of the French associated soci- 

eties of Paris. . 

“The terrible lessons of the war,” 
said the French statesman, “were ne- 
cessary to make the peoples of the 
world understand that the basis of 
peace between nations did not lie in 
force.” He declared that the propos- 
ed court would be a really permanent 
body, not merely a court of arbitra- 
tion, and that it. would render deci- 
sion from which there would be no 
appeal. It would be necessary, he 
added, to have a strong organization 


to carry out the decisions which 
would-be made in future by the body 
to be organized. 

Turkish Capital to 


Be Under Allies 


Internationalization, of the Port of 
Constantinople Provided in 
Turkish Treaty 

London.—Limited internationaliza- 
tion of the port of Constantinople 
and its inclusion within the zone of 


the straits is provided in the provis- 
ional terms of the. Turkish treaty. 
This is disclosed by an official sum- 
mary of the purisdiction provided for 
the inter-allied commission of con- 
trol. : 

Granted its own Bac: budget and 
separate origin, the commission by 
the lines of the boundaries fixed for 
the .““zone -ef the straits,” will. have 
authority over a. territory larger 
than some of the smaller nations of 
Europe. Made almost sovereign in 
itself, the commission: is to be prac- 
tically independent of the League of 
Nations, as stipulation’ is expressly 
made that’ should it find liberty of 
passage of -the straits interfered 
with, it shall take such measures as 
may be deemed necessary to. pre- 
serve the freedom of the'straits, 

The zone includes not only the 
Bosphorus, Sea of Marmora and the 
Dardanelles, but also three miles off 
shore from the mouth of the Dardan- 
elles, and the Bosphorus and _ the 
Aegean Islands of Samothrace and 
Imbros, Tenedos and Lesbos, A land 
zone is also provided extending from 
10 to 17 miles northwest of the Sea 
of Marmora and 8- 28 miles southeast 
of it. 

Its northwestern limit is partly 
common with the district of Smyrna, 
55 miles southeast of the entrance to 
the Dardanelles, ‘The zone alse in- 
cludes an area on the western sido of 
the Gallipoli peninsula which Turkey

Shoes Cost $9. 75 and . and A Toronto Man 
 ” — Pays $22 A Pair 
Ottawa.—In a judgment signed by 

commissioners W. F. O’Connor and 

Jatnes Murdock, the Board of Com- 


merce finds the Manhattan Shoe 
Company of Toronto, “guilty of ‘an 
offence against the Combines and Fair 
Prices act in that they sold to Rob- 
ert Lachappelle a pair of shoes for 
$22, being a pricé higher than was 
reasonable and the board directs the 
company (K. N. and S. N. Saba) and 
“each of them to mark in plain and 
legible figures, on the sole of each 
pair,.of boots, shoes, slippers, pumps 
and other like articles which now are 
or may hereafter for the space of 
twelve months from this date be held 
for sale, or offered for sale, by them, 
or either of them, the price to the 
customer.” 

This case fivolees the purchase of 
a pair of shoes from the Manhattan 
Shoe Company on May 8 for $22. The 
shoes cost $9.25 a pair, at the factory 
and express, laces and box for the 
shoes brought up the cost to the 
Manhattan Shoe company: to 9.75. 
The shoes being thereupon marked 
up up for sale at $14 per pair, but 
were actually sold to the complainant 
on May 8 for $22.00.
